KING ALFONSO. 


Attempt to -Assassinate Alfonso Made 
at Barcelona, Made as the Young 
Ruler of Spain Was Leaving the 
Exposition Building. 


MADRID, April 7.—An ‘official. telegram 
rom Barcelona states that as King Al- 
fonso was. leaving the exposition a 
“Petar’’’ exploded. The king was wun- 
harmed, but two peasants in the crowd 
were badly hurt. The person: who threw 
the bomb was not seen, but.one arrest of 
@ suspicious character was made. The in- 
Ncident.created great commotion. Thé king 
hastity entered a carriage and, surrounded 
by guards, was driven away. 

King Alfonso arrived at Barcelona yeg- 
terday for a fortnight’s visit to Cata- 
lonia. He was accompanied by Premier 
Maura and War Minister Linaries and a 
numerous suite. 

The visit of the King to Barcelona, 
which is the hotbed of Republicahism, 
caused the greatest disquiet in Spanish 
official quarters, as it was feared the 
Republicans and Socialists would vent on 
the King their hatred of the premier, 
whose strong measures in dealing with the 
strike rioters had made him very unpopu- 
lar. 

As a preventive measure, large num- 
bers of anarchists and other suspects were 
arrested last week and a cruiser, three 
gunboats and a large force of gendarmes 
were sent to Barcelona. 

The Spanish King was accorded a re- 
spectful reception and shortly after his ar- 
rival attended a Te Deum at the cathe- 
dral. The streets were decorated with flags 
and lined by enormous crowds of people. 

It was estimated that there were 200,000 
persons in the streets and the pressure 
was so great that the. cordons of troops 
and police were repeatedly. broken bythe 
people, who were anxious to’ see théir 
monarch, and the King was thus separated 
from his attendants when. the bomb. was 


thrown. 


ROME, April 7. —The n news of the attempt 
on the life of King Alfonso bythe explo- 
sion of a’ bomb as he was leaving the ex- 
hidition at Bareelona, produced the deepest 
impression: -here, especially ‘among mem- 
pers of the Spanish colony of Rome, which 
is quite numerous. 

King Victor Emmanuel learned the’ news 
while presiding at “hit weekly conférence 
with.the cabinet. ministers, and, he imme- 
diately personally telegraphed to the Spah- 
ish King his warmest congratulations on 
his escape. 

The abe) secretary of state, ‘Cardinal 
Merry dé] Val, when informed of the at- 
tempt, hastened with the news to the Pope, 
who exclaimed: ‘ 

' “Poor, mieguided souls. There is no ex- 
cuse for their crime.” ” ; 

The Pope then instructed the papal sec- 
retary to telegraph the Pontiff's congratu- 
lations to King Alfonso on his escape.

EXPECT ATTACK TO COME 
PROBABLY SUNDAY MORNING 
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Activity of the Port Arthur Warship 
Squadron Indicates That the Jap- 
anese Fleet Has Been Engaged in 
Operations at Some Other Point.

YINKOW, April 7—The Russians expect 
an attack on their positions north of the 
mouth of the Yalu river, probably Sunday 
morning. 
They have information that the Japanese 
will land at Takushan, about 55 miles west 
of the mouth of the Yalu river, on Satur- 
day night under the cover of another bom- 
bardment of Port Arthur. 

Gen. Kuropatkin says he will have 400,- 
000 men in Manchuria before war begins in 
earnest. . 

I had some conversation with one of Ku- 
ropatkin’s staff during the general’s visit, 
when he gave me a clear hint of the intend- 
ed line of the Russian defense extending 
from the Liao river, which empties at New 
Chwang to the Yalu. -

OLD MEN “BOSSED” THE JOB 


‘They Will Soon Begin Work on the 
Huts in Which They Will Live 
During the Fair. 


The colony of nine Ainus, the aborigi- 
nees of Japan, and, according to such an 
authority as Prof. Frederick Starr, proba- 
bly the first inhabitants of Asia, who, as 
was toid in the Post-Dispatch; arrived in 
St. Louis Wednesday afternoon, began 
housekeeping at the World's Fair grounds 
Thursday morning. 

The first thing they did was to scrupu- 
lously clean and mop up the floors of the 
‘Indian building in which, temporarily, they 
are quartered. The two younger men: of 
the party wielded the mops; the three wom- 
eh brought the water in buckets; the two 
older men sat and stood around, smoking 


party—two children, 7 and 2 years old— 
romped about, tried to keep out of the way, 


and played “pack saddle.’ 

The Ainus received many visitors in the 
coyrse of the morning. o all they were 
extremely polite, and before all they were 
extremely modest. It kept. them busy 
walking behind their visitors and each, 
other, for it is an Ainus custom to not} 
walk in front of a person where it can 
be avoided, and when it is unavoldablé to} 
bow low in passing. 

They ate their breakfast of rice and | 
fish with hearty relish. They took no} 
meat, although they are not strict vegeta- | 
rians, enjoying beef, mutton .or pork in 
moderation like anydne else, 

The Ainus are aboriginees, but not sav- 
ages. They are an oider race, according 
to the anthropologists, than are the Igo- 
rotes, but they are peaceful and given | 
more to hunting. fishing and agriculture 
than to the .warpath. . Uniike the Igor- 


of Yezzo, in the northern archipelago of 
Japan. There are only about 14,000 of them 
now in existence, as, like other aborigi- 
nees, they have fallen before the mareh 
of civilization. There are many Christians 
among them, only the older ones, as a 
rule, adhering to the old religions of their 
race 

They are said to be the hairiest people 
on earth, the men wearing long coarse 
bards and heavy suits of hair. The wom- 
en have smooth faces, but to supply the 
Inck of natuttre they tattoo a mustache on 
their upper lips—a blue semi-circle that 
curls upward at the ends.
